What Mr. Harriman Says About Si 


erra Tunnel and Other Matters 


Regarding the recent trip of Presi- 


dent Harriman across Nevada the fol- 
lowing facts have been given out: 


The trip from Ogden was one of In- 


spection of the numerous stretches of 
reconstruction work which has been in 
progress for the past year and a half 
One stretch of 
track ten miles in 


length, .extending from Brown, Nevada, 
westward, received its initiation in the 
passage over it of 
Mr. Harriman's 


train. 
Prom Reno the members of 


the party who have accompanied Mr. 
Harriman on his .western trip returned 
home. 
These included railroad offi- 


cials.of the Union Pacific, Illinois Cen- 
tral, Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
Chicago & Alton, Chicago & North- 
western, Oregon Short Line and Oregon 
Railway & Navigation companies. Ac- 
companying Mr. Harriman westward 
was President David Wilcox of 
the 


Delaware & Hudson and General Traf- 
fic Manager J. C. Stubbs and other 
traffic officials of the Pacific lines. Be- 
fore starting, west Mr. Harriman ex- 
pressed', extreme satisfaction, with the 
completion of the extensive'improve- 
ments between Ogden and Reno. 
He 


said: 


"There will be additional stretches of 


track that will be straightened from 
time to time until the work is com- 
plete. 
Tunneling the Sierra is a pro- 


ject that has been seriously considered, 
but when the work will begin if at all, 
is indefinite. 
Several routes have been 


suggested, but none has been decided 
on. 
The tunnels along the proposed 


line are numerous, one of them being 
five miles in length. 
Forty miles of 


snow sheds now in use will be practic- 
ally abandoned."

F there is anything that carries sorrow to the heait of

When it^suited their purpose the Republican leaders 


in Congress did not hesitate thus to blacken and flefame

were they at all backward in denouncing Ad^nnal Schley

Every person, who has read a school history of the

southern confederacy the rights of beligerency. The con- 
fenderacy, with a splendid army of a quarter of a million 
men in the field and numeious ships on the sea, was not 
recognized as an independent nationi but its army and

to the deplorable Philippine blunder. This it was that led 
ever made in support of that policy was that the islands 
were rich and we wanted them. And so -we engaged in a 
war that cost 'us1 $500,000,000 and 10,000 lives in order to 
secure $5,000,000 in trade which tra-de could have been 
had without the expenditure of a dollar in war or the fir- 
ing- of a hostile shot 
There can be no doubt that the same 


"lofty principle" is inspiring- the present Panama policy. 
Naturally enough the Republicans will object to discussion 
and publicity and endeavor to befog the issue "by im- 
pugning the motives of those who question the wisdom 
and justice of this course. But the discussion will proceed 
nevertheless.

Order, System and Stupendity Characterizes WorK 


Now Going on at East Reno 


It is a difficult matter to describe 


the work that is going on at East 
Reno at present. The activities there 
sire so widespread and so much is 
"being accomplished that a person could 
spend several days 
very profitably 


•watching the mushroom growth of the 
new city and the construction of the 
railroad buildings. 


There Is a system about all that thp 


railroad people are doing 
that im- 


presses the beholder. 
At first sight 


there appears to be eight hundred peo- 
ple rushing about in each other's way, 
tout soon ordfir is noticeable 
in. the 


seeming chaos and it is found that 
there Is a place for everybody and ev- 
erybody is in his place. 


No one is rushed. 
-No one fusses, 


but everybody is performing a certain 
.specified duty like an "switamatum. All 
this requires the watchful eyes of a 
»umber of skilled men, whose duties 
sire to direct the work and another 
corps of people with surveying Instru- 
ments who note that t;her^ is perfect 
precision in the construction, r 


Every brick and every foot of lum- 


ber in the round house and shops was 
counted and there is not a particle of 
material to waste. 
"When the job is 


completed there will be no wasted ma- 
terial to reship. 
The absolute preci- 


sion of the plans is such that if 
a 


truss or window casing were out of 
line a quarter of an inch the entire 
plans would be disturbed. 


These plans must be carried out to 


the letter, despite obstacles and some 
<of the latter are rather serious af- 
lairs. For instance, the excavation for 
the driver pit, whei'e wokmen will get 
wilder locomotives to take off the driv- 
ing wheels and other works, had to 
toe constructed according to the plans, 
"exactly 23 feet deep, in order to get 
51 concrete foundation. 
Twenty-one or 


two feet would not. have caused any 
trouble, but the last foot or two was 
«xcavated 
through 
a 
subteiranean 


stream and a Dow pump was needed 
to hold the water down. 
It is coming 


In at the rate of over a million feet 
a day and a pumping plant employ- 
ing a number of men was installed 
Theie is water enough coming out of 
the pump, 
SOO gallons a minute, to 


supply the town of Tonopah. 
It 
is 


toeautiful water, clear, pure and spark- 
ling. 
"When the concrete has 
suffi- 


ciently haidened the pump will be re- 
moved, for it has been demonstrated 
that the stieam will not rise higher 
"than a foot c-r two and it" could not 
Tbe loweiecl six inches with ten pumps 
the sine of the one employed. 


No stone foundations are being used
